Now that Kingdom of the Sun is moving full speed ahead, we thought we'd take some time to introduce 
some of our key players to y’all. Here's the first in a series! 





PRODUCTION UPDATE 
Way back when he was just a wee little lad 


in England, Colin knew art was his destiny. 


He remembers how taken he was with 707 Dalmatians as a 
child, wanting to recall each and every detail of the film to 
anyone who would listen (which illustrates the fact that 
Disney’s animated films can inspire scores of future artists). 
He was also influenced artistically by his mother who attend- 
ed art school to study fashion, and his grandfather, who found 
time to paint in the mornings before going off to work in a 
“real job” at a fireplace factory. His grandfather held the 
opinion that art could not be counted on as a reliable source of 
income--which, of course, inspired Colin to give it a go with 
more determination! 

After completing his degree in art, Colin began illustrat- 
ing for advertisements and childrens’ books. While working 
at a commercial company that specialized in animation, Colin 
spent time in a wide variety of departments including anima- 
tion, storyboarding and backgrounds, which was good training 
ground for the feature animation process. He then worked for 
Disney Television Animation in London, and got to spend a 
summer at the Paris studio painting backgrounds. Next came 
a four-year run at Amblimation in London, working on An 
American Tail, We’re Back and Balto. When the studio decid- 
ed to relocate to the U.S., Colin felt if he and his family were 
moving to the States anyway, why not try for the best and 
apply to Disney? Before he knew it, he found himself work- 
ing in backgrounds on The Hunchback of Notre Dame, then 
he was color keying for Hercules. 

Working as Kingdom 5 art director, Colin enjoys every 
new challenge in his new role. He finds it thrilling to help 
develop a film’s style -- in fact, his goal is to help produce a 
film so memorable that it will inspire future generations of 
kids to work as Disney animators. In this new pass of 
Kingdom, Colin is very excited to create an imaginative, fan- 
tasy setting for the new light-hearted story. While this film is 
not based on any particular culture, the art direction will still 
reflect the style of the Incas that strongly impressed Colin

It is hard to argue with the statement 


that "everything comes together in Editorial". 


Whether it originates in Story, Layout or Animation, every single 
scene from every department eventually passes through the 
hands of the Editorial team. In fact, the Editorial crew are usual- 
# first members 
assigned to the 
production and 
F they are always 
$ the last depart- 
ment to finish. 
One of the 
most important 
aspects of the 
editor's job is to 
help the direc- 
tors realize their 
vision. Atlantis 
Editor, Ellen Keneshea, works closely with Directors Kirk Wise 
and Gary Trousdale to tell their story in a convincing and enter- 
taining way. It is up to Ellen to make sure that all of the elements 
come together on film and to pace the scenes correctly so that the 
movie feels right. Ellen and her team accomplish this by using 
color, music and sound effects to create the best take for each 
scene. Ultimately, it is the directors’ movie that we finally see on 
film and as editor, it is Ellen's responsibility to tell their story the 
best way she can. : 
The editorial process is a collaborative one. As Ellen cuts the 
movie, she is constantly keeping in mind the directors’ vision. 
When scenes don't seem to be working as they should, she make 








changes and then works with the directors in a creative "give and” 


take" situation to come up with the best possible version. There is 
a strong trust that exists between editor and directors which 
allows Ellen the ability to make necessary changes while at the 
same time maintaining the directors’ vision and integrity for the 
film. 

While the Editorial team maintains a rather steady schedule, 
they are at their busiest just before a screening. In order to get the 
film ready for a screening, they edit music, cut in dialogue and add 
sound effects. They give the film an emotional beat and create the 
movie's various moods by using their many tools of the trade.

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and also creates and records his own sound effects for the film. 
The Avid, a unique software system developed for editorial needs, 
allows them to cut the film digitally and to digitize all of the 
sound effects that originate on a DAT Eventually, the Camera 
department will shoot everything to film. After each screening, 
everything is updated in the Avid and the reels are maintained on 
both film and tape. The dialogue is timed against the story sketch 
and put on a track and Exposure sheet, also known as an "X 
Sheet". The animators then use the recorded talent dialogue and 
X Sheets to animate the characters’ lip sync and dialogue. 

With more than five years of experience at Feature Animation, 
Ellen has worked with over a dozen directors. In addition to 
being an editor in Development and editor for The Hunchback of 
Notre Dame, she has also contributed to Pocahontas, Fantasia 2000 
and A Bug's Life. Prior to WDFA, Ellen had a career in live- action 
film making. As associate editor, John Carr is responsible for all 
of the film's sound effects. Prior to Atlantis, John worked on The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame, Hercules, Tarzan, Kingdom of the Sun and 
A Bug's Life. He worked for 11 years at the Don Bluth Studios as a 
Supervising Editor before joining 
Disney. As First Assistant Editor, 
Carol Folgate runs the editorial 
room. She joined Feature 
' Animation in March 1997 after 
| having worked in television and 
feature films. 

The newest member to the team 
is Mary Blee who is Second Assistant Editor. Mary handles all of 
the film and gets things ready for the important sweatbox ses- 
sions. Having come from live action film making, Atlantis is 
Mary's first animated feature. Bill Shaffer is also a Second 
Assistant Editor and he focuses primarily on the Avid work. Bill 
has been with Feature Animation for five years and has worked 
on The Hunchback of Notre Dame, Mulan, Tarzan and Kingdom of the 
Sun. Bill also comes from a live- action background. Rounding 
out the team and representing production management is APM 
Katie Jones and Production Assistant J.D. Ryan. Katie has been 
with Feature Animation for over five years and has held various 
positions including production assistant, publicity coordinator 
and recording coordinator. She has been with Atlantis since June 
1997. J.D. started as a general production assistant on Mulan and 


also worked as a post production PA. He joined Atlantis in June of 
this year.

Protect your cel and background 
art from the ravages of time and 
the elements. By following Walt's 
helpful hints, your cel will 
increase in value and truly bring 
you honor for years to come. 

Look for these features when 
framing: 


Fantastic Framers 


e Shatterproof “conservation 
glass" with a UV filter 

e "Acid Free" matboards and 
cardboards 

e Archival materials (tape, glue, 
barrier paper, etc.) must also be 
acid free 

e Avoid hanging your frame in 
direct sunlight 

e Backgrounds should never be 
glued or mounted onto boards 
e Cels should never be altered 
(in other words, keep your art- 
work in its original state)
